WASHINGTON 一 On July 23， 


Senator Hiram 工 Fong .(R-Ha- 
waib introdtced . a constitutional 
atmendment to make all U.S，citi- 
Zens eligible for the Presidency and 
a series of eight bills to amend the 


immigration and naturalization 1aw。 


The purpose for the proposed 
legislation is: 

Fifst. ITo eliminate discrim- 
ination 一 whether based on citizen- 
ship by birth or naturalization，of 
race, Of on the hemisphere in which 
one is born; 

Second. -To_broaden the provi- 
Sions of the law to enable sons and 


daughters and parents to be more ， 


readily reunited with their families; 

Third. Tofacilitate natufalization 
despite language diffculty; and 

Fourth. Toupdate the adjustment 
proyisions for law-abiding persons 
ineligible for peftmanent tesidence 
who havye been in the country 
conhtinuously for a considerable per- 
iod of time. 


CONSTITUTIONALE 
DISCRIHMINATION 


-The constitutional amendment， 
Senate Joint Resolution 136，would 
make all citizens, fegardless of how 
the citizenship was acquired，elig- 
ible for the of6ce of President of the 
United States. 

The Constitution at the present 
limits the o 御 ce of President to“na 
tural born” citizens. Clause 5 of sec- 
ton 1 of article II reads: 

“No Person except a natutal born 
citizen，or a citizen of the United 
States, at the time ofthe adoption of 


this constitution, shall be eligible to 
the office of president; neither shall 
any person be eligible to that o 才 ce 
who shall not have attained to the 
age of thirty-fve yearfs，and been 
fourteen years a resident within the 
United States.” 

According to Fong,“our natur- 
alized citizens atre，by the terms of 
the Constitution, in _ effect, relegated 
to second-class citizenship.” 

“The United States is the boorer 
forthat. We not only hurt our world 
image of being a country of equality 
for all under law，but we deprive 
oOUrselves of the potential setvices of 
many bersons，eyen the one citizen 
who could best serve ouUT country at 
aparticular time becatse of an acci- 
dent of birth,”said the native-botrn 
Senator. 

In addition to making all citizens 
eligible for the highest office of the 
land，the amendment would also 
clarify the question of whether a 
President Inust be a tesident in the 
United states 14 years immediately 
preceding his assumption of ofi8ice. 
It would make the requirement a 
total of 14 years at any time prior to 
assuming 0 条 ce. 

The amendment, to be successful， 
must be passed by two-thirds of 
each House of Congress and ratifed 
by the legislatures of three-fourths 
of the states within 7 years after 
submission for fatification.

Two of the bills，9S. 2220 and SS. 
2221，would repeal the obsolete 
“Cooly Trade Laws”and the Bertil- 
lion System of Identification at U.S. 
ports of entry.

The “Cooly Trade Laws,， first 
enacted in 1862 and later amended 
Seyeral times, Were passed to Preyvent 
the exploitation of Orientals, partic- 
ularly Chinese and Japbanese，who 
were Tecruited in their native land 
and then sold，transferred as ser- 
vants of apprentices, or held in serv- 
ice of labor. 

“The word “coolie” carries a 
demeaning connotation to the Per- 
sons of Oriental descent . . . there is 
noO practical need today for such 
jaws . . .these “cooly trade laws” 
should be deleted from our sta- 
tutes 一 they should not be the sotrce 
of racial misunderstanding per- 
petuated im ouUr statute books,” 
Fong said. 

The Bertillion System of Ident 千 - 
cation Was Used Solely for the 
identification of Chinese under the 
U.9，Chinese Exclusion Laws and 
Was based on various bphysical 
meastrements， Inatkings， defor- 
Imities，color，impression of thumb 
lines, and other data that has been 
largely Superseded by fnger- 
printing. 

Though the Chinese Exclusion 
Laws were repealed in 1943，the 
provisions applying to the Bertillion 
System were retained .

MED STUDENTS 
STUDY ACUPUNCTURE 


HONG KONG 一 More than 100 
of the medical students at the Uni- 
Versity of Hong 玫 ong have been 
Privately studying acupuncture 
with a practitioner of traditional 
Chinese medicine since last May， 
according to the Hong 玉 ong Stan- 
dard. The acupuncture course js 
not connected with the university 


and is privately financed by the 


students themselves. It consists of 
lectures，films，and demonstra- 
tions，mostly conducted in the 
students” medical center after 
classes。 The majority of the stu- 
dents enrolled in the course are 
first- or second-year students. The 
acupuncture lessons were initiated 
by a week-long exhibition of an- 
cient Chinese medicine，held by 
the Medical Society, an association 
of medical students. 

Students contacted by the Stan- 
dard were reticent in talking abonut 
the_ course. Some doctors，how- 
ever，believe that it represents 3 
response to the Success which.has 
been reported with traditional 
medicine in China and see it as an 
encouraging sign that perhaps in 
the _ future，Western and Chinese 
Practices Imight be interrelated. 


，Most of the Colony' s doctors， 


however，are Openly skeptical 
about the ancient practice of acu- 
puncture.

Eor many years，anti-Nationalist journals in Hong 天 ong 
and the United States have frequently Played up negative 
news items on Taiwan to create an unfavorable-impresslon 
of the Nationalist government.

However, that is still not our first concern, for in hot and 
cold wars, everybody does his own kind of propaganda. And 
Propaganda，as such，ils expected to be a jlittle distorted. 
What we are concerned with jls that many of these types of 
news items and articles degrade and humiliate the people of 
工 alwan Tather than the government. In spite of the long 
dark years-of colonial rule, the Iaiwanese have remained a 
courageous people,， fujl of perseverance and resourcefulness. 
Chinese everywhere should rejoice with their gains and sym- 
pathlize with their lmitations. 

Journalists，beware.. . . the next time you take a swing at 
the Nationalists, don't aim at the common folks!

CACA HOLDS NATIONAL FORUAI 
CONMMUNITY CONFERENCE

LOS ANGELES 一 The Chinese- 
American Citizens” Alliance spon- 
sored the National Forum Com- 
Inunity Conference of Chinese- 
Americans here 1last Tuesday in 
the advent of its 32nd biennial 
convention . 

The forum preceded a week of 
ceremonies and discussions attend- 
ed by about 200 national dele- 
gates and their families. This is the 
second such conference. The first 
was held in Washington, D.C. 

The forum was convened by 
Francis Louie，chairman of the 
Grand Lodge Convention Com- 
Imittee，who was followed by in- 
troductions and keynote speeches 
from Grand President Albert Gee; 
co-chairman S. 开 . Laii the Honor- 
able Harry W. Low, Judge of the 
San Francisco Municipal Court; 
San Francisco postmaster Lim 了 . 
Lee;i and Wilbur Woo，vice presi- 
dent of the Los Angeles County 
Public Health Facilities Authority. 


PURPOSE 

Louie explained that the Pur- 
Pose of the forum was to explore 
the “benefits and problems of 
Chinese-Americans.” 

Subsequent speakers outlined 
the_ contemporary issues and pro- 
pounded“solutions to these Very 
critical problems of today.” 

SS 上 .Lai editor of the San Fran- 
cisco Chinese -Times，recounted 
the Chinese legacy in the opening 
of the West, and the origins of the 
CACA. 

Judge Harry Low described it as 
a _ time when“discrimination and 
despair was in every corner of 
every Chinese home.”TIThe organi- 
zation of the CACA was credited 
with “bringing together the best 
minds and the most active people 
. 。. to try to preserve the best of 
the Chinese cultural heritage.”He 
saide。 the Problems have not 
changed much and- the Alliance 
Seeks “betterment of our China- 
towns, and communities where we 
live.” 


IMMIGRANTS 

On the future of Chinese-Ameri- 
cans in the United States，Lim 了 . 
Lee admonishedhis audience， 
“You and I have a duty and re- 
sponsibility to newly arrived im- 
migrants in their integration into 
American life.”He was also con- 
cerned that the Chinese-American 
should represent his cultural tradi- 
tions without political overtones. 
Referring to _ citizens at logger- 
heads over Peking and Taiwan，he 
said there are over 4,000 years of 
Chinese history,， and that Chinese- 
Americans cannotlet a little ideo- 
logical cavil get in the way. Stress- 
ing the plurality of modern soci- 
ety, Lee encouraged“careful align- 
ment with other minorities with 
simijlar aspirations.” 

Wilbur Woo，whom Judge Low 
introduced as “the most distin- 
guished Chinese citizen in the 
United States,”spoke of the ambi- 
guities of the Chinese-American 
who is“at once Chinese in a cer- 
tain. sense, and American in a cer- 
tain sense.”He said discrimination 


was the common experience 
among all newly arrived groups in 
this country, but the Chinese bear 
the“additional burden of discrim- 
ination- 一 stereotypes.” 

A titter went through the hall 
when Woo，a bank president，re- 
called the time when he was mis- 
taken for a restaurant owner by a 
highway patrolman。 He pointed 
out the fallacy of these miscon- 
ceptions, since Chinese-Americans 
are working in most industries to- 
day. 

He said priority should be given 
to the elaerly and youth， 

Addressing the influx of Chinese 
imnmigrants, he said“Our commu- 
njty is nationwide . .. we mustbe 
concerned with the welfare of al 
Chinese communities, whether 
they have CACA chapters or not， 
The CACA must work towards the 
unity of all Chinese in America . . . 
and at the same time participate 
in the American tradition of self- 
help.” 

COMMUNITY INVOLVEMENT 

Nowland 也 ong, vice President of 
the Grand Lodge，was the first 
afternoon speaker. He exhorted 
the audience to be more involved 
in the commumnity，and offered 
that “with respect to education 
and the life style the children are 
developing，the best way to de- 
Velop activity is to rejlate it to edu- 
cation in some way.” 

Wallace Gee，a delegate from 
Texas，salid the Chinese-American 
must be_ more magnanimous and 
“not only participate to _ receive， 
but participate to give.” 

The vice mayor of Oakland， 
Rayrmond Eng，spoke of the “new 
Politics ”as the new“great Ameri- 
can challenge.” This， he said， 
means participation at the grasS- 
roots level.“We are now at the 
CTrOSSroads” .he said，“we can't 
stand still，we"ve achieved great 
things . . . we can inspire youth to 
help us create an image they can 
respect.” 了 Eng advocates the coali- 
tion of tbhe Asian minorities in 
what he calls “Beige Power.”He 
sees this as the wave of the future.

In education，Herbert Leong， 
president of the Asian American 
Education Commission of the Los 
Angeles Unified School District， 
emphasized the need for more 
comprehensive bilingual programs 
for the elementary and high school 
levels.“At this moment in time,” 
he said, “our schools are faceda 
with problems of educating stu- 
dents from diverse_ backgrounds. 
The problems are especially severe 
for those in the high school level 
.. . students Iay fall three or four 
years behind, get discouraged.”He 
said pre-school experience is VerVy 
imnportant to jlater success for 
youngsters. Chinese parents should 
be given parallel instructions So 
that they might reinforce some of 
the bilingual lessons at home. 

Judge Delbert Wong of Los An- 
geles County Superior Court rec- 
ommended that tutorial and en- 
richment programs be made avail- 
able to youths to counter the ris- 
ing .incidence of juvenile delin- 
quency among young Chinese.

FONG PROPOSES LEGISLATION 


admissible outside the quota. How- 
ever, there is no provision for par- 
ents of aliens lawfully admitted for 
permanent residence to be reunited 
with their resident alien children. 
Fong's bill，S.2223，would make 
Such parents eligible for second 
Preference visas along with the 
spouses and unmatrried sons and 
daughters of aliens lawfully ad- 
mitted for permanent residence who 
are eligible under current law. 
In the Senator's opinion, “Con- 
-gresshas longmade it clear that it is 
the intent to keep family units to- 
gether and preserve family ties, even 


at the cost of frigorous enforcement ， 


of the immigration law.”Thus，his 
bill S. 2224, would enable a “son or 
daughter,”Trather than a “child” 
(who must be under 21 years and 
Unmatrried) of a U.S. citizen or resi- 
dent'alien who gained a visa or entry 
into the United States through 
fraud, mistrepresentation or perjury， 
to get a visa with the consent of the 
Attorney General. Extending the 
reasoning one step further，S. 2225 
would exclude sons and daughters 
of citizens and resident aliens from 
deportation on account of fraud in 
getting a yisa or other documents or 
in entry into the United States. 


LANGUAGE BARRIER 


The present Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act discriminates on the 
basis of language ability. Section 
312 requires that，in order to be 
naturalized，a person must Under- 
stand，read，write and speak Eng- 
lish. Only persons who were 50 years 
of age and had been jliving in the 
United States for periods totaling at 
least 20 when the Act was enacted 训 
19S2 ”were exempted from that 
requirement as were those physically 
Unable to comply with the require- 
Iment. “ 4 

On the other hand，most States 
had no literacy requirement for vot- 
ing. In fact，in 1966 the U.S. Su- 
preme Court sustained the constitu- 
tionajlity of section 4(e) of the Voting 
Rights Act of 196S which prohibited 
states from conditioning the rightto 
vote of persons educated in schools 
in which the predominant language 
was other than English. 

Under the proposed'bil S.2226, a 
person over the age of S0 would be 
allowed to take the tests when being
